The successful cultivation of the Chinese 


sugar cane, under the present disunion im- 
pulse, is claiming a first importance in our 
country. The rebellious attitude of Louis- 
iana at this time, the source upon which, 
hitherto we have.drawn largely for our sac- 
charine supplies, warns us as a.matter of 
safety to ourselves, that some other and 
more reliable source should be.sought out, 
aud that with as little delay as possible. . 


In 1S55 the atteulion of our people iva.s 


drawn to the prospective benefits likely to 
follow the introduction into this country of 
the cultivation of Sorglio Sucre or Chinese 
sugar cane. 
Many experiments in its cul- 


tivation, especially in the- north-west, fol- 
lowed, most of them of an incidental char- 
'acter, with immature machinery, o.r with, 
no machinery at all, and with but indiffer- 
ent results at first, but afterwards with 
more success, enough, ao to tender its .tri- 
umph certain, when more, thoroughly un- 
derstood, and the requisite machinery sho'd. 
be supplied. Yet, nothing which may.be 
considered a full and fair trial has ever 
been reached. As we have remarked, the 
attitude of our national affairs at this time, 
forces us, as a measure of .self-protection, 
to give this northern sugar cultivation more 
thorough attention, until results which shall 
prove substantial data, to act upon, are 
readied. . . .

ng Sugar Evaporator, -and Self Cleaner/' 
invented and patented by himself. To our 
judgment, this Evaporator^ of Mr. Miller's 
seems admirably calculated for the purposes 
for which it is invented. . It is .constructed 
upon a principle wliicli .combines facilities 
for rapid evaporation, without the danger of 
scorching,and its easy removal from the fire 
when sufficiently concentrated for either 
sugar or syrup. Iu order to a clear under- 
standing of the- modus, opercmdi.. of thia 
machine, we append a brief description : 
The evaporator is made of cast iron, circu- 
lar in form, with a division ;n the center.— 
It is placed upon a simi-circulav arch, -rest- 
ing upon four friction rollers, and sustain- 
ed in its place by means of a center bolt, 
secured to the arch or furnace, around 
which it is easily'made to rotate. It is six 
feet in diameter and ai.t inches deep, the 
bottom 'being five-eights of an inch thick- 
holding a fraction, over one hundred gallons. 
By means of the rotary motion mentioned, 
the juice when sufficiently reduced or boiled 
to the proper consistancy for either sugar 
or mo]asses; is. .removed .from the fire,. and 
the juice iu -the. opposite or projecting half 
of the pan, by means of the rotation of the 
pan, takes its place over the fire, and while 
being boiled, the syrup or sugar is removed 
from the first half of the pan, and another 
supply of juice takes its place. Thus, by 
the alternation of the pans, the process of 
boiling and cooling is going on continuously,. 
causing neither loss of time or heat in. draw- 
ing off the syrup or re-filling- Che pan with

We have determined to agitate, this ques- 


tion whenever opportunity offers,' and for 
this purpose- -we- seek such facts from all 
who have practical knowledge or experi- 
ence bearing upon this subject, aa will tend 
to bring the sugar question to a practical 
issue. We gave a few days since an elab- 
orate article oa the results reached by IFr. 
V. G-. Luce of Plainfield, Will county, with 
incidental mention of other, individual ef- 
forts in the same county, in the cultivation 
of the Chinese sugar cane during the past 
year. We now have some facts to give up- 
on the same subject obtained from Mr. 
Aaron H. Miller, of liankakee, Laporte 
county, Ind., -who has been engaged in rais- 
ing and manufacturing the Chinese sugar 
cane to a limited extent for the past three 
years. 


TIIK KttfD OP SOIL. 


The kind of soil upon which Mr. Miller 


has made his experiments is a rich, light, 
sandy loam, with a southern exposure, shel- 
tered on the north and west by a grove of 
timber, thereby breaking the force of the 
cold, raw iritids which usually come from 
those quarters in the spring months of the 
year when the plant is young and sensitive 
to the influence of heat and cold. 
This is 


an important consideration, and should al- 
ways be borne in mind by persons who in- 
tend to embark in the business. The soil 
should always .be well and thoroughly man- 
ured. 
Other soils than the light,'sand 


loam may be equally as good, perhaps, be 
ter, 
but this is the soil which Mr. Miller 


has employed, and he feels perfectly satis- 
fied with it. 


MODE OP CULTIVATION. 


The ground should be plowed early; in. 


May, 
10 inches dsep, or soon as the weath- 


er will permit, and the seed should be put 
in as soon after the plowing as possible. 
Previous to planting, the seed should be put 
into warm water and allowed to sprout ; 
this gives the corn a, good start ahead of 
the grass, and this start will be strongly 
aud_*beneficially manifested in the future 
growth of the corn. Before planting- the 
ground should be well dragged until it has 
acquired perfectly smooth surface, when it 
should be marked into rows four feet apart, 
running north and south, and eighteen 
inches apart running east and west. Not 
more than three stalks should be allowed 
in a hill, and suckers and parasites of every 
description thoroughly weeded out. As 
soon as the cane becomes large enough the 
cultivator and hoe should be put in opera- 
tion, the cultivator first, to be followed soon 
after by the hoe, and this process can be 
continued] with advantage, until the cane 
reaches n. height of about four, feet, when it 
can be left to itself until- ripe. In obtain- 
ing 
seed 
precaution should . be 
tak- 


en in getting a pure article. The largest 
share of the seed .sold. has n large amoiint 
of broom-corn seed mixed, -with it,, which 
greatly deteriorates the quality and quanti- 
ty of the syrup or sugar.: Mr. AI. deems it 
essential that the cane should reach a thor- 
ough maturity before it is cut, especially is 
this important in crystalrzation. 
When the 


cune is I'ipe,-it should be stripped .of;its 
leaves and allowed.to stand thus exposed 
to the SHD a few days, when it should, be cut 
and set up where it will diy sufficiently: to 
.admit of being housed, where it must re- 
main in as nearly the same condition as 
possible until -worked .np. If allowed- to 
freeze, it should be mauufactered immedi- 
ately, owing to its: tendency after freezing 
to acidity, "which, tendency, however, is less 
iu proportion to the ripeness of the cane. 
This acidity in the juice—unless thorough- 
ly neutralized—is very detrimental to' crys- 
talization: but after having been neutrali- 
zed, no difficulty attends the process of 
graiuing, but presents itself in the separa- 
tion of the molasses from the sugar; in the 
shape of a gummy substance. 
i 


Many cane-growers differ in. opinion as 


to the best time for cutting the cane. : As 
stated above, Mr. Miller deems it highly es- 
sential for making good syrup, and sugar 
especially, that the caneshould be fully ripe 
before it is cut. The experience of-others 
seems to be in favor of cutting the cane 
•while the seed is in the "dough." If cut 
in the latter stage, no doubt a larger yield 
of syrup will be the result, but it is pretty 
well established that the quality of the ar- 
ticle will be inferior and mora especially 
will it be found to contain that peculiar 
acidity or twang which has been deemed a 


iug and cleansing the pans when necessary, 
without interfering in any manner with the 
proceess of boiling. 
This washing and 


cleansing of the evaporator Mr. Miller 
deems indispensable in making a good ar- 
ticle of sugar OT molasses. To the evapo- 
rator is attached a' stirring apparatus by 
which the operator is enabled to reduce the 
syru-p to any required degree of density, for 
sugar, without the remotest dauger of 
scorching. Quick evaporation by meaus of 
intense heat in the furnace, thereby remov- 
ing a, gummy 'Substance contained in the 
juice— the presence of whicti is detrimental 
to drystalizntion — is very essential in the 
manufacture of sugar, aud this power the 
Evaporator possesses in an eminent degree. 
We, think, from tbe' brief observation we 
have been enabled to make, that Mr. Miller 
is : fully borne .out in the advantages he 
claims for his' Evaporator.

Amendment, to tbe Charter. 


The following are the amendments to the 


city charter proposed by the committee of 
ths common council: 
A BILL to amend an act entitled an act to reduce the 


law incorporating tho act of the City of Jnnesville, 
and the several acts amendatory thereof into one act, 
and amend the same, approved March 25,1S68. 
SECTION 1. Section 5 of chapter 7 of the 


above act is hereby amended as follows :— 
On the expiration of 20 days mentioned in 
preceding section, in case any person or 
body politic shall have neglected or refused 
to pay the taxes imposed on him or it, the 
city treasurer shall levy the sum by distress 
and sale1 of the goods and chatties of said 
person or body politic wherever the same 
may be found within the City of J'anesville, 
in the manner specified in title 5 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and if any tax on personal 
property shall not be paid or collected in 
consequence of the neglect or delay of the 
said treasurer, the common council may, by 
action, recover the amount thereof from the 
said treasurer or his sureties; and if from 
any cause the taxes and assessments charg- 
ed in such assessment roll to which such 
tax warrant is annexed, upon any lauds or 
lots described therein, r.re not collected or 
paid on or before the Lrsl Monday of Octo- 
ber ensuing the date of said warrant, it 
shall be the duty of said treasurer to pre- 
pare and make a report thereof to the cir- 
cuit court in and for the county of Rock, 
and 61e said report with the clerk of said 
tonrt, and on such report make or cause an 
application to be made at the next term of 
of said court ensuing tha making and filing 
said report,jfor judgment against the lands, 
lots or parcels of land for the amount of the 
taxes, assessments, interest, costs and char- 
ges respectively due thereon ; and he shall 
give public notice of such intended appli- 
cation at least ten days before the first day 
of said term of said court, which notice 
shall be in substantially the following form 
to wit: 


"Notice is hereby given to all persons 


owning lands, lots, pieces or parcels of lauds 
or lots in the City of Janesville, that the 
undersigned has made a report to the cir- 
cuit court for the county of Rock, which 
said report was on file in the office of the 
clerk of the said court on the — day of 


year of 
of the lands, lots, pie 


ces or parcels of lands or lots described in 
the assessment roll for the year A. D. 
li?—, upon which the taxes were unpaid on 
the day of filing said report; that the said 
taxes were levied and assessed for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of the City 
of Janesville, for the year last aforesaid"; 
that the undersigned will apply to said court 
at the next term thereof on the — day of 


A. D. 18—, or as soon thereafter as 


counsel can be heard, for judgment against 
tha lands, lots, or parcels of lands or lots 
for the amount of taxes, assessments, in- 
terest, costs and charges respectively due 
thereon. All persons owning or having 
any interest in any of said lands, lots, pieces 
or parcels of said lands, or lots, are hereby 
summoned to appear before the said court 
on the first day of the next term thereof to 
wit: on the — day of 
A. D. 18—, 


at the opening of said court on that day, 
and show cause if any there be why such 
judgment shall not be rendered for the 
amount of the taxes, assessments, interest, 
coats and charges respectively due thereon, 
against the said lands, lots, pieces or parcels 
of lands or lots described in said report.' 
Which notice shall be published in some 
daily or weekly newspaper, published in 
said City of Janesvillt, and the notice so 
published shall be deemed and taken to be 
sufficient and legal notice to the persons so 
interested, both of the above said intended 
application to said .court for judgment anc 
a demand and refusal to pay the said taxes 
and assessments, and shall have the same 
force and effect as though the same hac 
been served personally upon each person 
having an interest in any of the aforesaic 
lands, pieces or parcels of lands or lots. 


SEC. 2. The office of Police Justice is 


hereby abolished, and the jurisdiction con 
ferred on the said Police Justice by the acl 
to which this is amendatory is hereby eon 
ferred upon the Justices of the Peace in 
said city. Section 2 of this act to be in 
force from and after the first day o{ April 
A. D. 1862. 


The first amendment, if such a citation 


into court is sufficient notice to the parties 
\o justify a court in granting a decree 
against them, would save delinquent prop 
erty holders somewhere about §300 a year 
In no case has the -ultimate publication o 
the list proposed to be dispensed with, cos 
any material amount over that sum, ant 
has usually been within a very few dollars 
of that amount. It is true that the firs 
publication of this list last December, ow 
lug to peculiar circumstances, exceedet 
^500, but the delay caused by illegal publi 
cations has reduced the cost to $320. A 
portion at least of this sum comes back to 
the city with 25 per cent interest; and where 
the time of redemption is allowed to pass 
without redeeming, and the land is left up 
on the city, of course the city paya the ex 
pense of advertising and becomes the own 
er of the property. 
As newspaper publish 


ers, we feel little interest in the question 
and shall interpose no objection to thi 
amendment, if the form of publication pro 
posed is deemed sufficient to obtain a lega 
decree. This question we have heard raie 
ed, but do not presume to].decide it, ace 
suggest it for consideration because other: 
have raised it. 


The destruction of the police court w< 


regard as hostile to the best interests of th« 
city. More care has been, and probably 
will continue to be given to the selection o 
an officer for that court than is ordinaril 
bestowed .upon the election of justices o 
the peace. The design of the court was to 
secure criminal jurisdiction in a court estab 
iished with express reference to the compe 
tency of the officer. 
The expense of this 


court, in criminal cases, is paid by thecoun 
ty in the same manner as if the dutie, 
should be diffused among the city justices 
and the costs paid to them. The cost to 
the city by such bills as that recently pre 
sented by the district attorney, if the city is 
liable for them, which is denied by good le 
gal authority, could be avoided by devolving 
the duty of prosecution upon the city at 
torney, who is under a stated salary. We 
are confident that the breaking up of the 
police court, and conferring criminal juris 
diction upon all the justices of the city 
would increase the cost of criminal proceed 
ings by increasing the number of officers 
to be benefited by them, each officer being 
naturally anxious to obtain all the business 
jjs could procure. 


The present police court has obviously 


aspired a wholesome fear among trans- 
•ressors which might be removed by the 
hange proposed in the contemplated amend- 
ment, and offences might and probably 
would be multiplied, while there would, of 
:ourse, be a correspondingincrease in court 
ispenses. A lax administration of justice 
>y any one officer would embolden offenders 
and increase the number of offences. 


Report of tile Superln.toud.ent at Full- 
lie Instruction* 


The Hon. J. L. Pickard, superintendent 


>f public instruction, has just transmitted 
o the legislature his annual report of the 
condition of the schools of the state for the 
year 1860. 


It is an able report and worthy of a care- 


ul perusal by the friends of education. 


The whole number of school districts in 


he state, as reported by the superintend- 
ent, is 4,211, being 120 less than was re- 
)orted last year. This discrepancy is ac- 
counted for from the fact that two counties, 
Jefferson and Winnebago, have reported 
118 less than last year. By comparing the 
number of districts and the number of 
school houses reported by these counties, 
,he report of the present year is believed to 


correct. 
The whole number of children in the 


;he state over four and under twenty years 
of age, is 288,984, showing an increase of 
10,113 over the number reported last year. 
The average number to a district is 69. 


There have been 194,357 children enroll- 


ed in ths schools of the state during the 
past year, leaving 94,629, or 33 per cent, 
of the whole number who have not attend- 
ed school during the year. 


The report shows that there have been 


6,000 teachers engaged in the schools. 
It 


exhibits also a light increase iu the average 
amount of wages paid'to teachers.
